fron Norris for « distance of obout five miles, All other perk 
roads are closed to travel, lovever, sloigho could probably cet 
through to Uppor Basin or Nivorside without groat difficulty in 
ease of nocossity.

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Rangor Patrols and Activitios 


The regular patrols have beeh made from all stations. All routine 
work has been accomplished and conditions throughout the park are good. 
All patrols, excopt in parts of the north district, havo beon mide on 
okis or snowaloed, Wounted patrols are now being rogularly made on the 
Slough Creek, Hellroariag and Lamar Siver districts, Diminishing onw 
aepths and mild temperatures have caused unfavorablo siding oalit ions 
during the last ten days. 


There were no special patrols of importance during the month, 
The regular patrol of Rangers Dunrud and Hodsins to the Upper Yollowst me 
ie givm special memtion becmuse of tho large mumbers of moose scen on 
the trip anl because of their observations aml xoport on conditions in 
the regions adjacent to the south boundaxy, the details of which will 
be noted under the propor oubheadingae ‘Tamer Hodgins om: tho first 
wolf of the season, It speared in the vicinity of Pridgor Lalm,. 


Rengers Pingh ani Ogston haw roeomt ly roturnmed from their 
rogular patrol to Jold Creek and Miller Crook which io meoially 
mentioned by roason of thoir hoving looted o stray bend of tam 
buffalo numbering 27, which Mmve since boon returned to th buffalo 
rench, Thoy also counted 14 sheop on Ampitheatre Lountain ond reported 
the first signs of mountain lions thet have bem observed during the 
season, Zhe track was soon on this side of Miller CGreck ond moved out 
in the direction of tuir Pls tean,. 


Selephone communiont ions heave bem maintained throughout the 
Greater pert of the month, We have had same difficulty due to crossed 
wires and heave also hed throe or four broake in the lino, s11 of which 
were located by special patrols, and at thio tine we cre in touch with 
all stations, 


Uhief hanger Woodring has been suffering from © sovero attack of 
tonsolitis end La Srippe during the past ten days, and Tiret Assistent 
Chief Renger “risehmen has been actively in charge of the worl pom ing 
his rmcovery.

down tho wlley. 4 second bad of approximately 100 has simoo loft the 
park by the sane routes fully one-half of the above total have since 
roturnod. A limited number, not oxceoding 200, have passed out on 

the buffalo flsts between Gardinor and Jardino. It is somsidored 

that thoy will gradually move back to the mai herd, snd no offort to 
Grivo thom back is contemplated «xcept should it besane necessary for 
their protestion or far the protection-of tho ranchers in the lower 
vallaye io complaints have boen rear ivod to date. 


Jounts on the Jellatin her now total 3,000. ‘They hove movod 
down beyond the park limits oml are concontrated on the guse preservo 
east of the park boundary. Kills during tho month fran werious causes 
aro reported as follows; 

1 cow clit otabbed to death on the fone «at Cordiner. 
She had passed out with one of the bands above noted and attarptad to 
return by loaping the fenon. A amnll section of the fonte at this 
pertleular point hed not been capped with pipe ami she was stabbod 
to death on the projecting spies. This seotion has since bem capped 
with some old 2 by 6 lumber completing the protoetive mensuros previously 
tazm throusiout the length of tho fonoe.

325 indicated in the roprt of last nonth, “he howd is in fine cméition.

Reor: The door aro in mod condition, chicos Ranger Woodring 
comted 150 on his patrol of the 16th, Shey were mostly In mall banio 
on the north slope of Yount Mverte and on the foothills of Sepulchre 
Mountain between Gardinor ani Lammoth, The hori which frequents tho 
Grounds at Menmoth ia not quite as woll condit foned as the othinrs for 
the reaom tmt they subsist mostiy on hanlouts and do very lit tle 
rustling for forago, It will probably be necessary to ration then 
with hay o little lator on, No iillo by coyotes or wintor illo haw 
been observed to date, 


Lounteain Sheep: Rengore Finch and Ogstan havo recently coum ted 
14 sheep on .mpitheatre Momtain chich comprises the only addition to 
the counts sutmitted in the report of last month. ‘Tho mmbers and 


plus tho addition above noted.e Zhe total comt to dato is 135. Repented 
efforts to got a full count of tho sheep haw not been subbessful by 


more remote sheop dictricte and it Lo not lilmly that they will amear 
on the lovor ranges as long as the present mild woather conditions obtain, 


Yild Buffalo; Signs of wild buffalo vere s0en along Cold Jrool: 
om Pelican Creek by rngors on petrol but no buffalo vere soem, . They 
heave managed to keep woll out of sight and the limited numbers tims far 
roportod wero in oxcellont omdition. There is good roason to consider 
that the entire hem is in good shape, as forage io ample em sor depths 
are cons erably below normal,

to 660, ho entiro herd is in god condition, The woaning ant foeding 
of calves was beg on the 7th, and fecding of the main herd was started 
on the 20th, 
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Mgose; Our best roport for moose for tho season hms come fron 
the Uppor Yellowstono, ‘his report cives « total of 74 obsorved on 
the trip, and of this total 25 wore s00n on Thorofaro, 27 on the 
Uppor Yollowstono south of the park boundary, 12 on Atilontic Oreok 
and 10 botwoe Lalte ond Cabin Creol, They wore all in fino cawlition. 
There are aloo moose, os previously reported, on tho delintin, Zover 
Palle, Gylvan Poss and Beohlor and along tho north bowviery {Uppor 
Slough Greoic).
